Pan 7/:cs faith, he was Born inthe Town of Caxtonin Hert- 
fordſhire; which I humbly conceive to be a Miſtake. 

He thank'd God that his Mother had taught him to 
Write and to Read, by which he now got his Living. 

Bate ſaith, he was not1gnorant of Letters; but very 

deſirous of being Beneficial to his Country. 
He was bred a Mercer 1n the City of London, and a * Conjurer of the ſame 
Fraternity (who in thoſe Days were great Merchants) and he often went 
into Foreign Countries, as Germany, Holland, Flanders, but never into 
France, tho' he underitood that Language perfectly well, as appears by 
| ſeveral Books he tranſlated out of that Language. 

Upon the account of his often Travelling, and being Maſter of the Ger- 
man, Dutch, and French Tongues, he was judged a fit Perſon to be em- 
ploy'd with Mr.Turner, then Maſter of the Robes to King Henry VI. who 
at the Deſire and Sollicitation of Thomas Bourchzer, then Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, went to procure 
one of the W orkmen from Harlem, to learn us here in England the Art and 
Myſtery of Printing; which Caxron perform'd to the Satisfaction and Ap- 
probation of the King and the Archbiſhop, tho? at a great Expence. He 
formerly uſed to travel to Cologn, and other Places, to get ſeveral Books 
Printed, and ſpent Thirty Years in ſuch Expeditions. 

He was much eſteemed in the Court of the Dutcheſs of Burg»nady ; the 
was Siſter to our King Edward IV. and was his great Patroneſs. He was 
alſo much in Favour with Henry VI. Edward 1V. Richard II. and Henry VII. 
the Duke of Clarence, the Counteſs of Derby and Richmond, Mother to 

enry VII. the Lord Rivers, Earl of Arundel, and many others the beſt 
df the Nobility of this Kingdom.
